Mennufacturer ey Use Discretion in Selling Terms. 


The United Stetes Circuit Court @f Appeals hes just reversed the 
Federel Trede Commission order forbidding the Mennen Company to edopt any 
system of discounts upon n besis of e clessification of its customers as 

jobbers, wholesalers, retcilers, or any similer class that relates to the 
customers' form of organizetion, business policy, or business methods. 


In its decision, the Court steted that the Company is engeged in 
an entirely privete business and hes * right freely to exercise its own 
intelligent discretion as to whether it sells to wholesalers only or to both 
wholeselers end reteilers and if it decides to sell to both it has a right 
to determine whether or not it will sell to the reteiler on the seme terms 
it sells to the wholesaler. 


Canned Spinech Biemed for Corl Ges Poisoning. 


Videspreed newspsper publicity wes recently given to * report of 
an outbreak of illness in © femily nerr tiew York City, ettributed te canned 
spinach. Through the coUperetive errangement of the Nations] Cenners Asso- 
ciation with the United Stetes public Henith Service and Chicago University, 


we were able to have this report investigated very promptly end fully, in 
co8peration with the local health officiels. 


4s a result of this investigation, evidence was conclusive that 
the iliness in every case wes due to cerbon-monoxide or coal ges poisen- 


ing, caused by the use of a defective stove in a small apartment, The case 
was certainly not one of food poisoning. 


Canned Corn Also Gets It. 


Severel members of a family in the middle west became ill with 
typical symptoms of food poisoning, and considerable newspaper publicity 
was given to the case, the trouble being attributed to canned corn, 


Upon investigation of the report by this Association it was found 
that neither the members of the family nor the attending physicians attri- 
buted the illness to canned corn and the evidence secured in the case indi- 
entes that the corn was wholesome and in no wey respcensible. The trouble 
eppears to have been due to ice cream of local manufrcture. 
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Appreciation Expressed for Food Inveetigetion Work. 


We ere endeavoring to secure corrected statements from the news- 
papers concerned, in both the spinach end corn cases. These are very strik- 
ing illustrations of this brench of .ssociation work, end canners will doubt- 
less epprecinte the ineetimeble value of the codperetive srrengement which 
we have been able to make with scientists of the highest standing in the in- 
vestigation of these cases.

« Memorendum from the Lepertment of Commerce indicates that the 
Depertment hes begun a speciel study to bring about better methods of pa-k- 
ing products for export. These investigations will be under the super- 
vision of Mr. J.F. Keely of the Transportation Division, and considerable 
progress hes clready been made. Presumably the packing of food products 
will be teken up for investigetion in due course. 


"Box and crate construction, proper nailing, the use of box 
strepping, the employment of anti-pilferage devices, and crreful interior 
oecking, cll these will be thoroughly studied and compared with scientific 
dete compiled by the Forest Products Laboratory, the American Society for 
Testing KMeteriels, the Bureau of Standards, end similer bodies throughout 
the country. The results when published will be valuable to newcomers in 
exporting and should do much to foster and maintain « national sentiment 
“or excellence in export practice."
